Cashmere and silk, cashmere and velvet, bro- 
cade and satin, and, for evening wear, silk and 
gauze, are numbered with the favorite combina- 
tions for costumes after the latest models, 
which do not admit of toilets of one material 


only. 

The black silk costume is more worn than 
ever, if such a thing is possible. Biack bro- 
ended silk, associated with plain gros grain, fur- 
nishes the material for elegant dresses, and is a 
newer, though not more popular, combination 
than silk and velyet. In these last, the velvet 
constitutes. with equal propriety either the 
bodice and the overdress, or the under-peiti- 
coat. Black velvet lower skirts are now as gen- 
erally worn as silk ones. The brocaded 
cashmeres, at last fairly in the market, as

Centennial, I paid a visit to the spleodid jewelry 
establishment of M. Boucheron, in thé Palais 
Royal. Such delicacy of workmanship, euch 
lacework in gold and silver, such delicate énam- 
ela, and such carefully chosen pearis snd precious 
stones had never before delighted my gaze. Ove 
of the first things thas was exhibited to me was 
® rose with bude and foliage all of the size of 
pature, all of diamonds, and to be worm 
in the hair, Every petal in the flower and every 
leaf and bud on the stalk were mounted on steel 
eprings, so that the whole had the elastic 
grace and mobility of tmuture, and yet 
every part Was perfectly strong. A coronet 
of diamond wheat-cafs, mounted in the 
same way, was also shown, as well as an 
exquisite pansy and a deheate spray of seed- 
grass, all of diamonds, and all intended for the 
hair. Specimens of the new transparent enamel! 
is not laid on gold as in the ordinary style, but 
is set on tiny plaques in a light framework of 
gold, 60 as to give the effect, when the light is 
shining through it, of a miuimture s‘ained-glass 
window. The colors are the most vivid hues of 
ruby, emerald. and sapphire. so that the effect 
is extremely tien. As enamel is liquid before 
it ie submitted to the action of fire, it will be 
seen how difficult it must be to preduce it in this 
transparent form. This new mveution is par- 
ticularly suited for earrings, as in such orna- 
ments the light has an opportunity of shining 
through aod showing off the vivid tints of the 
enamel. ornaments decorated by this 
new end difficult process are extremely 
costly. I was shown a tiny 
niere of most exquisite workmanship in 
this style which valued at # 1,600. 
A new invention in earrings was next dis- 
played. Each earri represents a cord, 
drawn up in the middle in a angle loop, and with 
two long ends of unequal beogth; the cord is 
composed of small and is fin- 
ished at each ead with a 
mond of beanty. A small screw 
through hole in the wearer's ear, when 
the ornament is adjusted the effect is produced 
of acord of diamonds drawn tlwough the ear. 
Four thousand dollars was asked for this novel 
and splendid trinket. Next I was called upon to 
admire a gorgeous, but tasteful and most ex- 
tra vagant. for a ledy’s arm. Fora 
year or two past, the only bracalets in vogue 
among Parisian fashionables iteve been the 
slender porte bonheur circiets, swarce broader 
than a thread, of which six or seven are to be 
worn on one arm in Oriental fashion. Before 
me, therefore, was placed a set of these 
slender bracelets which had just been prepared 
for a young Russian Conntess, T bere were sev- 
en of them, each one set with a single pear! or 
precious stone, surmounted with dimsmonds, com- 
prising a black pearl, a pink one, a white one, an 
emerald, a 1 a ruby, and a diamoud. A 
delicate arm thus adorned would be dazzling to 
behold. More artistic and more readly graceful 
was a bracelet composed of five strings of pearis 
of graduated lengths, the largest a 
long esougn to serve for a n the 
shortest was just of a sufficieat length to drop 
gracefully from the arm. To the inside of the 
clasp, which was of diamonds, a slight but 
strong gold circlet wae affixed, which, fitting the 
arm closely, permitted the strings of pearls to 
hang loose in most picturesque fashion. A 
locket, composed of a single black pear! 
good-sized cherry and 
great pure diamonds. 
next claimed my attention, as did also a 
bracelet, locket, and earriogs, all of the choicest 
diamonds ae regards size and water. The parure, 
more gorgeous if jess methetic than those I had 
ing up to that time, was valued at 
e greatest marvel of artistic 
workmanship was a tazza of ox ‘er, en- 
ameled after the style of the od Limoges 
enamels. The bottom of the cup was occupied 
by a scene representing a knight on horseback 
accosted by a nude * with a flame u der 
brow—the beguiling Will-o'-the- Won o bor- 
der was wrought in a delicate arabusque of flow- 
ers and vines, and was further decorated with 
satyre’ beads in evamel. Ibu marvel of work- 
manship was gotten up forthe Viennese Exhi- 
bition, and itis now destined fee ours: It is 
valued at $1,600. I cannot nume tate the half 
of the exquisite articles that were displayed be- 
fore me,—perfectly matched pe pink 
pearls, like petrified rosebnds; an oval an- 
tique „ohe an heirloom in « noble 
house, with a feint rosy ange flushing its 
splendor; a brown diamond, unique in tint ; 
a r-cutter of gold, with the handle set 
with — foliage ; a gold opera-glass, starred 
with diamonds and rimmed with pearls, and 
other costly toys without number. Last of all, 
the diadem now in preparation for the Oenten- 
nial was brought out and placed before me. It 
was ordered by an Austrian Princesa, who has 
kindly loaned it to M. Boucheron for exhibition. 
It is entirely composed of rubies and diamonds, 
each stone having deen selected with peculiar 
care. It coosiste of a baod af rubies and 
diamonds, above which rises a now of fleurons 
formed each of a large ruby set in diamonds, 
and alternating with single large pear-shaped 
diamonds of the finest water. Right in front 
the diadem rises in a fleur-de-lys-snaped orns- 
ment which may be detached and wore asa brooch, 
a smaller one taking its place in that case. The 
centre stone of this ornament is almost unique 
in commerce: it is an immense ruby of a giow-

An important decision was rendered yester- 
day morning by Judge BLopazrr on the ques- 
tion of the right of the City of Chicago to 
levy a tax on vessels as personal property. 
The chief objections were that the Court 
had no _ (jurisdiction; that the tax 
was a duty of tonnage, and against 
the provisions of the Constitution of the 
United States; and that the tax should have 
been against a person and not a thing. The 
Judge reviews all the points at length, and 
disposes of them, holding that the 
owner of a vessel, being required to 
list his personal property of every 
kind, and failing to do so, cannot 
take advantage of his own wrong and 
escape taxation by his neglect of duty. The 
question is entirely new and very important, 
both to vessel-owners and to the city, which 
has been so often deprived of portions of its 
revenue through bungling and unconstitu- 
tional statutes, that it can illy afford to lose 
more.

Since the election certain of our morning 
contemporaries have so industriously labored 
to impress upon the public that the result 
twas to be reversed by the Board of Canvass- 
ers as to excite suspicion that the object was 
to frighten people into acquiescente in the 
counting-in of Mr. Hs. Interviews had 
with Justices Hamers and Hmm (who 
with County-Clerk Lies will constitute the 
Board), published in this issue of Taz Txis- 
unre, show that such apprehensions are un- 
founded. They each state that, in pursuance 
of their duty as defined by statute, they have 
not changed their opinion of the power of 
the Board since last year, when they held it 
could not throw out precincts, but was simply 
there to foot up the returns, which is all 
that has ever been done by the Board of 
Canvassers. They do not claim, nor will they 
attempt to exercise, the right of rejecting the 
vote of any precinct. That question, it will 
be remembered, was raised in the Farwet1- 
Lz Morne contest as to one of the precincts 
of the Eighteenth Ward and one of the 
Evanston precincts a yearago. The opinion 
of the Hon. Lzonarp Swxert was then taken 
upon it, and he pronounced any such action 
on the part of the Board as clearly illegal. 
This opinion has never been dissented from 
by any reputable authority, and will be ac- 
cepted by the majority of the Board asto the 
canvass of the returns of Tuesday’s election.

Messrs. Onabian Jackson, J. L. Hran, and 
W. P. Brack, Special Committee of the Chi- 
cago Bar Association, have drafted an impor- 
tant bill relative to appeals and writs of error 
from a Circuit Court of the United States 
held by the District Judge, which will be pre- 
sented to Congress at the next session, and 
will be found in full in another column. The 
bill provides that in cases where the matter 
in dispute exceeds $500, and where no pro- 
vision is made for appeal to the United States 
Supreme Court, appeal from the final decree 
of a District Judge sitting as a Circuit Judge 
may be taken to the regular Circuit. Judge, 
and shall be prosecuted on the original 
papers. . Also, that from final judgments 
of a Circuit Court held by a Dis- 
trict Judge, in civil cases, where the matter 
in controversy exceeds $500, appeal may be 
taken by writ of error before the United 
States Circnit Judge, who may reverse, af- 
firm, or modify the judgment of the District 
Judge. The bill limits the right of appeal or 
to sue out writ of error to sixty days after 
rendition of the judgment or decree, with the 
usual clause saving the rights of infants, par- 


ties in duress, or non compos, etc., and 


further provides for appeal from the interloc- 
utory orders and decrees of a Circuit Court 
held by a District Judge to the Cireuit Judge. 
It supplies an important omission im the 
practice acts, by which in many cases the 
judgment or decree of a District Judge hold- 
ing the United States Circuit Court is now 
final and absolute.

CITY GOVERNMENT BY POPULAR VOTE. 
The problem of municipal government un- 
der a system of universal suffrage is certainly 
the most difficult and important that con- 
fronts the American people. It includes not 
merely the political evil of utilizing the 
| vicious elements in election, but the still 
greater evil of unbridled extravagance and 
public plunder. The latter phase of the 
question has been forced upon us frequently 
of late by the statistics of local indebtedness 
and the startling increase of both local debt 
and local taxation within the last half-decade. 
The former is revived by the recent eleetions, 
and the evidence they afforded in nearly all 
the large cities,—notably New York, Balti- 
more, and Chicago, —of the formidable 
strength of that class of voters who uniform- 
ly range themselves against the tax-payers. 
The Nation for the current week examines 
the question again under the significant title 
of Boss Government.” It refers to the 
ground it took in 1871, when the 
enthusiastic reformers persuaded themselves 
that they had put down the corruptionists 
once for all; at that time the Wation held 
that Boss Government” is the outgrow 
of the condition of a city’s voting population, 
and that, so long as the present system con- 
tinues, new Bosses would appear on the scene 
from time to time. The prediction was ful- 
filled sooner, probably, than the Nation an- 
ticipated at the time it was made ; for, in less 
than five years, the people had to be aroused 
again to put down another Boss, and only 
snoceeded, as before, with the assistance 
of blacklegs and gamblers like “‘Jnrmry” 
O’Barex and Jont Morrissey. Nor is Kruny, 
though beaten now, any more likely to be the 
last of the Bosses than was Twrep; the 
same classes who are responsible for TwzEp 


future. 
What is true of New York is likewise true 


or nearly half the voting population of the 
city, that would always go with the Boss 
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and Kxtur will set up new Bosses in the 


they drop back into their customary indiffer- 
ence. The constituents of the Bosses, how- 
ever, never tire. They array themselves on 
the side that a license to the saloon- 
classes, to the gamblers, and to the danger- 
ous and vicious classes generally, because 
there are certain interests in common, and 
they will vote early and often, and work hard 
and late, for any Boss or Rin g from whom 


the public moneys. Notwithstanding the 
exceptionally grent effort made in Chicago 
last Tuesday, the Ring ticket counted in two 
of their candidates in the very teeth of the 
people. 

What is the remedy? The Nation sug- 
gests two, one of which it concedes to be 
impracticable for the present, and the other 
we fear to be equally so. Trie first is, that 
the municipality shall be converted into a 
business iD of political corporation, 
and the istration of its business left to 
the mén who pay the taxes; in other words, 
that a property qualification be required for 
all voters in municipal elections. Without 
stopping to discuss the bemefits and disad- 
vantages of such a plan, it is sufficient to re- 
member that such a condition could only be 
instituted primarily by means of a popular 
vote, which simply places it out of the ques- 
tion. The other suggestion is such a simplifi- 
cation of governmental machinery that it 
may be run without professional qualifi- 
cations, and withont mecessitating an aban- 
donment of private affairs by those 
who consent to serve in a public capacity. 
Such a scheme means concentration of power 
and responsibility; and, concerning the 
practicability of securing it, we need only 
refer to our charter election last spring, 
when the mob carried the day by stuffing the 
ballot-boxes, and thereby defeated an honest 
and intelligent effort made in the very 
direction the Vation suggests. In view of 
this experience, the outlook is anything but 
encouraging, and Boss Government” is a 
standing menace in every large city in the 
United States. The only effort that can be 
made for the present is to speak publicly the 
sentiments which are uttered so commonly in 
private, and to unite the industrious and in- 
telligent classes by refusing to pander to the 
disreputable and thoughtless classes who are 
responsible for our city ** Bosses.”

THE NEW ALDERMANIC DISTRICTS. 

One of the acts inemabent upon the pres- 
ent City Council of Chicago is the reappor- 
tionment of the city, under the new charter, 
into wards. The whole number of Alder- 
men to which tlie city will be entitled is thir- 
ty-six, and two are to be elected in each ward, 
thereby necessitating the redaction of the 
number of wai'ds to eighteen. The charter 
provides that in. the formation of wards ‘‘ the 
population of (ach shall be as-nearly equal 
and the ward shall be of as compact and 
contiguous territory ‘as practicable.” In a 
large city where the resident districts are 
constantly changing, it is not practicable to 
divide wards by population and have the 
equality contimme very long. The original di- 
vision of the city was into six wards, three of 
which were ir: the South Division, two in the 
North, and oe in the West. As late as 1857, 
the city contmined only nine wards, four of 
which were in tlhe South, three in the North, 
and two in tlre West. In 1857, the Tenth 
Ward was createdin the West Division, bo- 
ing all the territory south of Harrison street, 
giving the West Side three wards. Later, 
the city was divided into sixteen wards, and, 
later still, inte, twenty wards. These divisions 
were all made: by the Legislature, and asa 
general thing were shaped for political pur- 
poses, and no t with sole reference to equality 
of populatior.. 

The presen t apportionment gives the South 
Town six waitds, the West Town nine wards, 
and the North 'Town five wards. The recent 
comparatively full vote may be accepted as 
very fairly indicating the present population 
of the several «:xisting wards. The vote by 
wards, compareid with the vote of 1873, will 
show the tende acy of the increase of popu- 


lation. The fbllowing is the comparative 
vote of 1873 and 1875, by wards:

The Cardiff Giant is redivivus, After thegyp- 
sum gentleman left the workshopin the North 
Division of this city, where he was fabricated, 
as common rumor has it, by a cunning Ger- 
man, he had a surprising series of adventures. 
He turned up among the savans, and they 
discussed his age and antecedents in most 
learned manner. The archeologists handled 
him with curious scrutiny, and wove many 
yarns concerning him, where he lived, moved, 
and had his being in the good old primeval 
times, when there were giants in those 
days,” and the megatherium and mastodon, 
ichthyosaurus and plesiosaurus, had but just 
passed away.

The newspaper 
men wrote most learned treatises concerning 
him and his times. Sometimes he traveled 
with circuses, sometimes he turned up in 
halls of science. A few times he barely es- 
caped the pressing attentions of the Sheriffs 
in various counties where he was temporarily 
stopping. At last he disappeared from public 
view. Whether he had gone back to his 
native swamp to lie awhile longér and acquire 
a better appearance of antiquity, or whether 
some ruthless iconoclast had hammered him 
to pieces, was for a long time uncertain. 
When last heard from, he was a Pheenician 

and now he turns up in the Boston 
courts as the friend of the plaintiff in an 
action for libel against the Boston Herald. 
It appears that the owner of the Phoenician 
god had made an arrangement to sell an un- 
divided interest in him to a dentist in that 
city, when there suddenly appeared in the 
Herald an article making fun of the Phoni- 
cian deity and broadly insinuating that he 
never saw Phoenicia; that he was neither 
god nor giant, but an unadulterated hum- 
bug. Thereupon the dentist refused to con- 
summate the negotiations, and the original 


; owner brought suit for $50,000 in currency 


as compensation for the injured feelings of 
himself and the giant. The jury heard 
the evidence, retired, and ten minutes after- 
ward brought in a verdict for the defendant. 
What the giant will now do, or where he will 
next turn up, is alike uncertain, but the last 
thing he should do in future is to try to get 
$50,000 out of a newspaper. It is unbecom- 
ing a Phoenician god from North Chicago. 
Even if he be a stony-hearted and adaman- 
tine-cheeked giant, he should be honest. The 
newspapers have made him what he is and 
set him up in business, and, had it not been 
for them, he might still have been soaking in 
the swamp where he obtained his antiquity 
and attributes of Phoenician divinity. Go on

A RUSSIAN RAILBOAD-KING. 

The United States is supposed to contain a 
goodly number of “ railroad-kings,” but we 
never have had a Grorcz Hvupson or a Dr. 
SrrovsperG on this side of the Atlantic. 
The first once practically controlled the whole 
railway system of England. He began life 
extremely poor, became incredibly rich, 
and died in poverty. His career has been 
repeated, with an important variation, by 
Srrovssera, the fallen railroad-king of Rus- 
sia, of Austria, of Germany. One Empire 
was insufficient for his vaulting ambition. 
He grasped at three, overreached himself, 
and fell. Hwunpson had this same experience, 
but he is believed to have been an honest 
man, Srrovsserc is not as gently treated 
by rumor. His method of procedure, too, 
differed in kind from that of Hupson. The 
latter was a financier first, a contractor after- 
wards. The former reversed this order of 
things. While he gambled in the stocks and 
bonds of every European railroad, he prefer- 
red to make his money by bidding for con- 
tracts and taking securities, instead of cash, 
in payment. In this he resembled Tuomas 
Brassey, and he may rise to wealth again, as 
Brassey did after his disastrous failure. But 
Srrovssere is at a disadvantage. A prison is 
a poor place from which to retrieve one’s for- 
tunes, and the deposed monarch is in prison. 
He was, we believe, of Austrian extraction. 
For a long time he made Vienna his head- 
quarters.” The smooth roads and the sub- 
stantial stone bridges of the Austrian railways 
are largely due to Srrovsperc. He built 
not only largely, but well. When the 
era of internal improvement dawned 
upon Russia, Srrouspera was ready to 
profit by the new-born zeal for rail- 
ways. His bids were promptly filed. It 
is said they were sometimes weighted 
with gold, and that he therefore got contracts 
without much regard to the price he asked 
for his work. Be this as it may, he gotthem. 
He laid hundreds of miles of track on Rus- 
sian soil. While he was busily engaged there, 
Germany fell a victim to the railway mania. 
What more natural than that a great con- 
tractor, who had successfully served two em- 
pires, should now serve a third? An army of 
workmen marched across Germany, marking 
their way with iron rails. It was Srrovs- 
und here, Srrovsprre there, Strrovspere 
everywhere. Lesser speculators hung on his 
lips and besought him for points. The 
„Big Bonanza” is a mere adavtation of a 
German play, and the latter was born of the 
| speculative era which Srrovsperc led. 
He went too far. Supposed to be 
fabulously rich, he saw his wealth 
evaporate. He was loaded down with 
stocks and bonds. The bonds could not be 
sold. The stocks shrunk in value day by 
day. One desperate expedient after another 
failed. The crash came. Dr. Srrovspere 
was arrested in St. Petersburg. Dr. Srrovs- 
pero has been imprisoned at Moscow. Dr. 
SrrousBeRa has been sued by his creditors in 
Vienna. He is about to be adjudged a bank- 
rupt in Berlin. The evil he has done is 
shown by the rush of failures in Russia and 
the panicky state of the money-market in 
Austria and Germany. Onur dispatches of 
yesterday showed that even London was dis- 
turbed. Dethroned monarchs, like ex-Presi- 
dents, rarely amount to anything. It is not 
probable that we shall hear again of the King 
whom the railways of three Empires owned.

The English victims of the Erie Railway 

sent Sir E. Warxiy to this country, a couple 

of months ago, to inspect that road. He 
submitted his report to the stockholders and 

bondholders at London a few days ago. It 

is not a cheerful document. The Erie is not 

earning enough to pay interest on its bonds 
and settle the floating debt. Moreover, it is 
in a wretchedly-dilapidated condition. The 
Nation estimates that it needs $10,000,000 
worth of repairs. It was built—and man- 
aged—in what is sometimes called a broad,

It is un- 
likely that the stockholders will ever get any- 
thing ont of it. Their investment is pretty 
nearly, if not quite, a dead loss. The bond- 
holders may perhaps get the road and then 
get enough out of it to pay the interest and 
gradually cancel the principal of their bonds. 
But even this may be too sanguine a view. 


THE REVENUE CASES. 

The Grand Jury of the Northern District 
of Illinois on Friday returned into the United 
States District Court indictments against some 
forty or more persons accused of violations 
of the Revenue law. These include parties 
doing business at Peoria, but most of them 
are residents of Chicago. The persons in- 
dicted are distillers and rectifiers, and also 
revenue Officers known as Gaugers and Store- 
keepers. The result in St. Louis is an indi- 
cation of what will follow these indictmen 
here. The evidence of deliberate, systematic, 
and long-continued fraud there was so over- 
whelming that the majority of those impli- 
cated, after bravely contending fora while, 
voluntarily appeared in court and confessed 
their criminality. The more corrupt officials 
took the chances of trial, and have been 
convicted. We understand that in a large 
number of the Chicago cases the evidence at 
the service of the Government is as conclusive 
as it was in the St. Louis indictments, and 
that convictions must follow as a matter of 
course. 

This is no case of ordinary fraud upon 
the revenue. It was a wholesale one. It 
was a combination and a conspiracy to 
violate the law, defraud the revenue, and 
for purposes of profit. Its success included 
the corrution of Federal officers, the forgery 
of books, the second, third, and fourth use of 
stamps, false accounts, perjured reports and 
certificates, and a general system of dis- 
honesty. 

We know that in certain circles—and they 
are by no means small anes—a moral code 
teaching that itis no crime to defrand the 
Government has been extensively cultivated. 
When the whisky tax was $2 a gallon this 


— 


very small percentage of the tax was col- 
lected, and Congress yielded to it so far as to 
reduce the tax to 70 cents on the gallon. 
But the dishonest sentiment was not satisfied ; 
the corrupt officials were found who were will- 
ing to share this tax with the manufacturers. 
The honest distiller could not compete in the 
market with the men who paid no tax save 
what was paid as plackmail to the corrupt 
officers, and in this way the manufacturers 
who might have been willing to pay their tax 
and do an honest business were in a manner 
coerced into the combination. But the crime 
was not the less ‘flagrant, the fraud was not 
the less scandalous and disgraceful, and the 
end not the less ruinous. There is no excuse 
for rational men, occupying respectable 
social and commercial stations, engaging in 
this business. If they could not carry on 
business without fraud and corruption, they 
should have abandoned it. There can be no 
more excuse for fraud, forgery, and perjury 
in the whisky trade than there is for a resort 
to these artifices in the dry goods or grocery 
trade, in banking, or in any branch of manu- 
factures. 

The pnblic will regret that these dis- 
closures invokve so many persons hitherto re. 
spected in the community, and, however 
strong may be the sympathy, there will be a 
general approval of the rigorous measures 
adopted by the Government. Justice will 
insist on a conviction and such pecuniary 
compensation as may be possible to the reve- 
nue; Whatever other penalty may be im- 
posed must, of course, depend on the person- 
al conduct of each person. For the officers 
who betrayed their trust, whose connivance 
led others into crime, and who for dishonest 
gains proved false to the public they were 
sworn to protect, there will be no sympathy, 
and whatever penalties may be imposed will 
not be regarded as too severe by public 


opinion.

He will 
not, probably, be able to take his seat in Con- 
gress at the opening of the session, and the date 
of his lecture in Chicago has been postponed ; 
but he will, if nothiug unforeseen occurs, fulfill 
all engagements in time. 

A Professor of Astronomy near Chicago was 
asked, the other day, by a member of his class, 
what he meant when he spoke of “the limbs” 
of the moon—whether he was to be understood 
as referring to arms or legs. The Professor said 
he supposed the limbs in this case were the low- 
er extremities, for Job speaks of the moon as 
walking in darkness.” The reply, for an im- 
promptu. was very neat. 

Three young girls of Greenfield, Mo., who set 
fre to the McMullen school-house last April, 
were up for trial at October term of court. 
One of them was sentenced to two hours in jail, 
one turned State’s evidence, and the third, who 
pleaded not guilty, was bound over to the next 
term of court. They are betwoen 14 and 15 
years of age. The local prints refer to these 
hardened characters as young ladies.” 

The English Bishop of Ripon refused to allow 
the words Requiescat in pace” to be placed on 
a tombstone in a church-yard in his. diocese. 
Mr. David Hoyle, of New York, preferred the re- 
quest, and the Bishop in refusing it expressed 
his extreme regret at not being able to comply. 
His reason was that the words are generally held 
to be a prayer for the dead, which all true Prot- 
estants believe is unavailing and inappropriate. 

An interesting event took place at Oxford 
University op Oct. 20, when Mr. Goschen, who 
was First Lord of the Admiralty in Mr. Giad- 
stone's Cabinet, was admitted to the two de- 
grees of B. A. and M. A. at once. He went 
through the regular course at the University 
twenty-five years ago, and at the fina] examina- 
tions took a First Claes, but did not then take 
his degree because the religious tests as that 
time required were too strict for him as a Dis- 
senter to subscribe to. 

An editor in Marshalltown, Is., who seems 
by his works to be a brave fellow, writes of a 
contemporary at Eldora in the following terms :

Three trials were had, the contestants standing 
on @ platform in full view of the assembly, with 
a strong light thrown on their faces. Louis 
Tallichet was the winner of the prize, which was 
the privilege of kissing any one of the girls at- 
tending the candy counter, where the prettiest 
daughters of the church were engaged. 

Kate Field, not a mighty critic, takes an unfa- 
vorable view of Holman Hunt's “Shadow of 
Death.” Her objection to the painting is that 
it is realietic to the verge of distraction and un- 
sympathetic in tone. Tue Shadow of Death, it 
will be remembered, is the picture made by the 
shadow of Jesus, in the living-room of bis boy- 
bood, of the cross and the crucifixion. The de- 
tails of the piet are, and especially the anatomy 
of Jesus, Miss Field thinks, are marvelous. But 
an ounce of imagingtion—to her at least—is not 
worth a pound of réalism. 

The method of the famous professional rat- 
eatcher, Dick Toner, has been described by an 
Eastern newspaper. He catches rats in hotels 
and slanghter-houses, or in private houses, by 
chirruping for them, and then throwing the 
strong glare of a dark lantern in their eyes. One 
night at the Astor House be caught 350 rats, and 
he can take countless numbers at any slaughter- 
bouse. The rate sell for $20 per 100 to baiting 
establishments. Dick says that rats living in 
granaries are not poisonous, but those which 
feed on refuse matter inflict painfal, sometimes 
serious, wounds. 

Mr. W. W. Story’s new play, Nero,“ is dedi- 
cated to Mrs. Kemble. He says in the notice of 
dedication that the play was written in the sum- 
mer of 1872, and remained in his desk until the 
winter of 1873-74, when he was encouraged by 
Mrs. Kemble, after a private reading, to print it. 
The New York Post, which has recently under.

—“ but lacking in the final merit of real dramatic 
power.” Foppea is not represented in the play 
as cruel and abandoned, but as a gentle and mer- 
ciful, if somewhat weak aod vain, person; and 
we gather from other sources that she is a favor- 
ite historical character of Mr. Story. 

Prof. Proctor is to deliver four Sunday lec- 
tures in Boston. In a card to the newspapers 
he says: I wish to indicate the relation of 
modern astronomy to the great questions at 
present agitating the scientific and religious 
world. It has perhaps become manifest to read- 
ers of m latest works on science that I view 
these questions differently now than a few years 
or even a year or two ago. My present position 
has indeed been reached by progress in one 
direction all the time. The views I now enter- 
tain on such subjects as the plurality of worlds, 
cosmic evolution, the supervision and control of 
the universe, the infinities amidst which we are 
placed, and so forth, are altogether unlike those 
which I indica in my ‘Other Worlds than 
Oars,’ and of my earlier works.”

The Cigar Business in Chicago, 
and How It Prospers. 


A Community which Seems to Admire a 
Really Good Article. 


4 Saunter Among the Best Estab- 


lishments. 


It is no easy thing to enumerate all the many 


virtues of a good cigar. Writers have attempted 
many times. They have told what à consoler it 
is in affliction, what a comfort in sickness, what 
a faithful companion in distress, but they in- 
variably end with the broad generalism that it 18 
a balm to every grief and the partner of every 
joy. To those who have never experienced the 
great pleasure there is in the moderate use of 
the fragrant weed, this tmbute of praise may 
seem extravagant, but to the average smoker, as 
he quietly enjoys bis evening Partagas 
and lightly puffs away the cares and 
anxiety of the day, no language seems too 
28 with which to prapounce its eulogy. It 
is hardly necessary for us to add that there is a 
vast difference in cigars, and uently a 
difference in the degree of enjoyment the use of 
the articles afford. Adulteration of late years 
has entered into almost every article of manu- 
facture, so much so that itis difficult to obtain 
anything pure. The same may be said of cigars, 
as of articles of food. Certain manufactnrers, 
in order to reduce the price of their goods, em- 
ploy the poorer qualities of tobacco in the man- 
ufacture of cigars, and, by means of chemicals, 
try to give them the appearance and flavor of 
the best. quality of goods. Tnere is a certain 
class of trade utterly indiscriminating and des- 
titate of good taste that will buy these cigars be- 
cause they are cheap. To this we raise no opjection 
although we will predict that these people who, 
are content to smoke poor cigars would find it 
economy of healtu and doctor's bills in the end 
if they were to use only the best brands, that is 
to say, the pure leaf-cigars, uncontaminated 
with chemicals. 

Up to the ume of the great fire there was very 
little done in this city in thé way of the adulter- 
ation of “ne and tobacco. Nocity on the con- 
tinent could boast more reputable cigar dealers 
ot a better quality of cigars in the market. This 
was because Chicago people had good judgment 
and a discriminat taste in such matters. 
They could tell a g cigar from & poor one on 
sight, and it was ruinous to the business of any 
dealer who would offer for sale anything below 
the popular standard of taste. Whatever cigars 
were made here of an inferior quality were sent 
to other cities for sale. 

It is not so now. Our market cow, as ever, is 
stocked with a most excellent quality of cigars, 
probably better than any Western city, but the 
maoia for cheap cigars which set in last June 
has not yet run ite course, and suadry establish- 
ments, together with certain drug-stores, whose 
interest it is to physic the commupitp, are en- 
deavoring to flood the city with cheap trash. 
Avybody,who knows the value of tobacco must 
know that it is impossible to make a good cigar 
for 5 cents. If the reiuse tobacco-staiks and 
worthless stuff which is thrown away by the rep- 
utable manufacturer is made use of aud secret- 
ed beneath a fair-looking wrapper, it can 
doubtiess be sold for 6& cents, and 
the manufacturer would probably be making a 
good profit if he sells his cheap wares at any 
price. And this is just what thev do. The refuse 
tobacco, are worked over and colored up by some 
process secret to the manafacturers, and given 
an artificial flavor by means of chemicals; then 
wrapped in a fair looking outside leaf to deceive 
the eye.

Rep.—I came here, sir, to see if vou had changed

tain papers that it was the intention to pack the 
Canvassing Board, in order to throw out certain 
wards which gave Mr. Huck large majorities, 
and thus count in Mr. Hesing. 

Justice H.—O, pshaw! that's impossible. We 
have po power to throw out any precinct for ei- 
ther mere presumption or actus! fraud. We 
can send back incorrect tallies and poll-lists, and 
compel the judges of the precincts in which 
they were made to returo them corrected. But 
further than that we have no authority. This

when Mr. Harrison was counted in by 8 votes, 
though Mr. Ward claimed a majority of 2 before 
the official count was made.

THE EICHTH WARD. 
MR. DIRICKSON’S EXPERIENCES. 

Mr. R. P. Derickson, the lumber-dealer, was 
one of tho e delegated by the Citizens’ Associa- 
tion to look ow: for repeaters at the polls. Mr. 
Derickson's place of duty was at the Sixth Pre- 
eint in the Eighth Ward, and his duties. specific- 
ally, were to see that no repeating, no bailot-box 
stuffing, and no fraudulent voting were done. 
He was there as the authorized representative of 
the Citizens’ Association. Earlyin the day it 
became evident to Mr. Derickson that there was 
a fine prospect of trouble, and that the force of 
policemen present—two in number—was inade- 
quate to preserve good order and prevent 
intimidation. About 2 p. m., Mr. Derick- 
son, seeing that things were shaping up beau- 
tifully for a row, telegraphed, in accordance 
with his instructions, to O Connor for more offi- 
cers. One man was sent. The manner in which 
the succeeding events ran will be best under- 
stood from the gentlemar’s own account, which 
was given to a TRIBUNE reporter yesterday. Mr. 


Derickson said : 
About 3:30 o’clock I intercepted about forty 


men who had been going about in wagcns, evi- 
dently for the purpose of repeating. When 
they gotout of the wagons, at the corner of 
Cential avenue and Henry streets, I went in 
among them. I walked down with them to the 
next alley, where they stopped and discussed 
the question as to the locality of voting-places 
and the kind of questions they would bave to 
answer at the polls. After moving on some 100 
feet farther the question was raised as to 
THE COMPENSATION FOR THE SERVICES 
they were to perform, and the man who was 
among them told them they had got to — upon 
him, and that he would see that it was all right. 
I didn’t know ove of them; they didu't Selong 
in the ward. While this subject was being dis- 
cussed,—this subject of compensation,—the 
party broke up, a part moving on towards the 
polis. I left before the question was settled, to 
hurry on to the polls to give notice to the judges 
of the unpending fraud. When 1 got down to 
the polls I found these rowdies, who had pre- 
ceded me, had taken possession of the po'la, 
driven off the Republicans aud Keeley men, the 
notaries and ticket-distribators, and had formed a 
strong body, of seventy-five perhaps, around the 
window. I went up with tbe intention of speak- 
ing to the judges, and telling them jto be on 
their , as well as to see whether we had a 
challenger there or not. When [approached the 
window a shout was raised— Here's Derick- 
son,” —and they formed a ring around me and 
we began to struggle, I trying to go to the win- 
dow, and they striving to keep meaway. Fi- 
nally about a dozen of us 
LANDED IN THE DITCH 

in a pile of mortar about a foot deep. I strug- 
gled up again, tried to get into the window, and 
again we went off into the ditch. I was now 


quite wet, and just then some one struck me in’ 


the back. Who it was I 
It was impossible to tell. 
All I know 


go to the window and challenge, and that if 1 
wanted to challenge I must goinside. I then 
asked the policemen to belp me go inside, and 
made my way to the door, when I was again con- 
frouted by a number of rowdies. Some crowded 
me on one side, aud one fellow got square in 
front of me, and said be would smash my face. 
The policeman, Reynolds, knocked off the biow. 
I don't know a single one of the men except

who seemed to be the leader. The rest I never 
saw before, and I know they don't 
here told me I had 
would be knocked 


„Lou can't do anything here. It's no use. You 
had better get away from here. Yon will get 
killed, if you stay here.” I then thoucht thas my 
duty required me to tel ph for more assist- 
ance. In the meantime was a great deal of 
voting going on, and the rowdies 
full possession of the polis. This is about as 
much as I knowsabout it. of my own Knowledge. 
Soon after! left, the report came to me that a 

dung mau, named Burke, had been shot in the 
eft breast. What I tell you is simply a record 
of what I saw and heard myself. aa it transpired. 
Immediately after this occurrence | taw 

TWO OTHER LOADS 

come up. The men were all a yy — I know 
they don’t belong in our ward, use I am 
pretty well acquainted here, and I never saw 
any of them ore. They looked like down- 
town men; as though they had come from the 
First and Second Wards. I judge so from their 
dress and general appearance. Ii can't say pos- 
itvely whether this last load did any repeating 
or not. 

I called on the Republicans during the strug- 
cle, and, after the police had refnsed protection, 
to rally around me. But no one came to my as- 
sistance. Two have since told me that they saw 
the man Who struck me. I asked them why 
they didn’t come up and help me, and they said 
they were afraid it would be destruction to go 
near. I have no doubt in my own mind, from 
what I saw, although I couldn't identify any of 
them, never having seer them before, that a 
good many fraudulent votes went in. 

The next day I was quite lame. ‘Ibe blow did 
not burt so much at the time I was struck as it 
did the next day, or at night, upon going to bed, 
when there was found ey a considerable ewell- 
ing over the left kidney. It has proved to be 
nothing permanent, and Iam feeling quite re- 
covered now. 

At firat, Officer Reynolds told me he would 
protect me, but after I had struggled five or 
seven minutes he said he could not protect me 
any longer. 

THE OTHER TWO OFFICERS 

never raised a hand. I propose to go to Capt. 
Hickoy—I have deferred doing so until the ex- 
citement was a little over—and ask him to escer- 
tain why his policemen refused to give me any 
protection. This thing happened within 60 rods 
of my own house, 423 West Fifteenth street. I 
went there for a lawful purpose, to protect the 
ballot-box from these intruders, and the police 
should have given me protection. Instead of 
that, they told me they could not. and this was 
when two of them had never raised a hand, and 
I never beard a word from them, Iam a mem- 
ber of the Citizens’ Association, and was dele- 
gated by them to watch the polls; requested in 
writing to se % fo it, so far as 
Il was able, that there should be 

unlawful voting in the ward. It was in 
the discharge of my duty as a member of that 
association that I undertook this business. I 
didn’t ask the men oa which side they were. |! 
simply saw that they were not legal voters of 
this ward, and I undertook to stop their yoting. 


ELECTION FRAUDS. 
STILL COLLECTING EVIDENCE. 

Mr. Ambler has delivered additional evidence 
in regard to election frauds into the hands of 
State’s Attorney Reed. That gentleman, while 
not at liberty to disclose the contents of the 
affidavits and statements, says they are very 
strong, and will prove good evidence before the 
Grand Jury, if it will do its duty, of which there 


seems no doubt. 

Tue Secretary of the Citizens’ Association con- 
tinues to take testimony, and will be in the 
Rooms 28 and 29 Merctants’ Building. northwest 
corner of LaSalle and Washington streets, dur- 
ing to-morrow and the rest of the week. 

The Merchants’ Committee met the Citizens’ 
Association Committee in the latter's rooms 
yesterday afternoon.

OBITUARY. 
Lr NOT UP FOR YOURSELVES TREASURES ON 
EARTH,” ETC. 

Died, politically, on the evening of the 
9d inst., of an overdose of honest votes, the 
Hon. John Crawford, of Cook. The spbject of 
this biographical sketch possessed many remark- 
able traits of character, and heuce a brief his- 
tory of his career may not be out of piace, 

Mr. John Crawford was born into political life 
of fire-proof parentage soon after the great 
Chicago Fire. As Trustee of the Town 
of Cicero, his early career was marked 
by his assiduous attention to the details 
of his office, and for the generous, 
unselfish spirit he manifested in his official and 
private life; indeed, he had so rooted himself in 
the affections of a grateful people that, in 1873, 
he was elected his own successor on the Repub- 
lican ticket for County Commissioner. The sub- 
ject of this sketch entered on bis second term of 
service full of hope, health, and vigor, and voth- 
ing appeared before him but a long life of use- 
fulness. It was not long, however, ere that in- 
sidious disease which has consigned so many 
county officiais to that bourne,” etc., laid on 
him its relentless grasp. He was thus 
seized while looking one cold day in 
October for the site of the new 
Hospital, and, although at times much 
improved, he never fully recovered, and, indeed, 
the demise of this great and good man may be 
directly attributed to the bad air which for sev- 
eral years past has permeated the rooms of the 
County Commissioners, and which a: this very 
moment is hastening others of its valued mem- 
bers to premature graves. 

The many friends of the deceased will remem: 
ber that several months ago there was a measure 
pending before the County Commissioners, a 
job“ more abstract than concrete in char- 
acter, and during the entire time this job was 
pending it was quite impossible for the departed 
to enter for a single moment the rooms of the 
Board, so enfeebied was his conaition. He, how- 
ever. showed his great interest in the affairs of his 
faichful constituents by frequentiy a »proaching 
the county buildings, but wa: invariably met by 
bis medical adviser, the celebrated John Roun- 
tree, M. D., LL. D., who directed him to stay 
out and quaff the healthful breezes of. Lake 
Michigan, or return to the suades and quiet of 
Ciero. The treatmeat he received was Bo ben- 
eficial that he was able to resume his seat soon 
after the abstract business was disposed of, but 
arelapse suddenly seized him, and 80 critical 
was his case that, when a motion was made to 
reverse the vote by which the abstracte were 
bought, he was instantly compelled to request a 
genial friend to move to adjourn,” and 
thus lengthen ont to him the brittie 
thread of life. The extraordinary in- 
terest deceased took in educational 
matters is wel illustrated by the magnificous 
school house he caused the tax-payers to erect 
in hia own district. Opposite to his own country 
palace (planned and designed by that skillful 
architect woo was subsequently selected by the 
County Commissiovers as architect of the new 
Court-House) stands the schoo! building, erected 
at a cost of $25.000. The entire district has 
scholars to be educated in this building reaching 
the fabuous number of thirteen, all of whom 
will join in perpetuating the good name of their 

benefactor. 

His efforts in consolidating the Committee on 
Public Service with the Committee on Public 
Buildings stand ont as a milestone in his po- 
litical journey; it was a weil-known fact chat 
the latter committee had a majority of 
honest mea, and it was greatly feared that the 
great Court-House and other county buildings 
would be erected in an honest, business-like 
manner, and to avert such a calamity from over- 
taking the taxpayers of Cook County che de- 
ceased fused it with the former. The remedy 
was complete, as the late letting of the founda- 
tion contract witmessess. The deceased had 
from his first appearance in political life a 
highly cuitivated moral natare. and several 
months ago, becoming very serious at the pros- 
pective return of Moody aod Sankey and the 
election of 1875, he united with s vigorous little 
band of worshi in the west part of 
the city, ao walked worthily with 
them until recently, when in an unguarded 
moment he voted to allow them no representa- 
tive oo the Board of judges of election, and also 
to change their voting precinct to another place,

the people of Cicero to prevent improper voting. 
Disgusted with Austin. of which he bad expected 
better things, he wade his way to Brighton, con- 
fident this etronghold would not desert him in 
bis bour of need, but alas! alas! here he found 
a delegation of B. B. G.’s from Oak Park and 
Austin watching the ballot-box with tireless 
vigilance. For a moment be was bewildered— 
then fell to the ground. ves were 
applied, and he was soon able to take his 
carriage for the Union Crab rooms on Dearborn 
street, of which Club be was an honored and 
active member. Here the returns of the election 
reached him, and as be saw nothing but disaster 
and defeat for hie party, be sank back on a 
crimson lounge that stood in the richly adorned 
parlor, and here, surrounded by his oco-con- 
spirators, the great Commissioner, with hardly 
a struggle or sigh, closed s short but eventful 
political life. His body will liein state until 
the Ist of Decomber, when it will be interred 
under tbe auspices of the Union Club, the 
Cosmops and the Jeffs, of which he was an 
honorary member, participating in the obsequies.

WHY THEY LEFT rr. 
To the Editor of The Chicace Tribune, 

Omrcaco, Nov. 6,—A correspondent of Tux 
TRIBuneE appeals to the German Republicans to 
give over attempts to fraternize with the Irish, 
and to return to the Republican fold, which, he 


claims, is their natural and congenial home. 
Now that many of them did so return, in this 
last election, eveu though they deserted the for- 
tunes of one of their leadimg men, shows how 
strong their sympathies in that direction are. 
The German vote bas, in days gone by, been the 
bulwark of the Republican party in Chicago. 

And what bas been the cause of its deserting 
that party? Let the facts, the stern logic of 
events,” be forever engraved upon the memory 
of us all, to keep us from the guidance of in- 
considerate zealots in future. 

The German vote is an immense one in this 
city. It represents an industrious, order-loving 
people. It represents people who take pride in 
their families and their homes; who, to a large 
extent, own their houses and lots, where they 
live, and they are noted for their thrift and 
good citizenship. Jo a large extent they differ 
with the native citizens as to tbe manner 
of using the first day of the week. 
They accent the day as ove on which 
to discontinue work and to recreate themselves 
with amusements. They spend it in social cou- 
verse, with which they are accustomed to enjoy 
their national beverage, the mild lager beer. 
This beverage, it must be recollected, can only 
be obtained in its freshness and palatability at 
the saloons. where it is tapped. 

But what did the mass of Republican voters 
do? I know that the Republican party did not 
do it, but we al! know that the American popn- 
lation are four-fifths Republican,or have been in 
this citv, and what the American voters do 1 
naturally pat dowu as showing what the party is 
likely to indorse. The American-born voters,— 
the masses of the Fourth, Fifth, Twelfth, and 
Thirteenth Wards, for instance,—inspired by 
their clergy and other fanatical leaders, under 
guise of a Citizens’ Party or some other name, 
made a determined effort to enforce their pecu- 
liar ideas as to the observance of Sunday, and to 
close allof the saloons on thatday.

Nothing 
could restrain the temperacce men and the 
eticklers for a New Engiand Sabbath, but they 
must foree the issue. What was the resnit ? 
Why, 12,000 majority against the Sundav- Law 
party. The Germans, whose votes swept the field, 
accomplished all they cared for when they had 
vindicated the principle. The whisky rings and 
the gamblers, however, took charge of the offices 
and have ruu the city ever since. The Germans 
have Lo sympathy with those classes, and are 
ready, at any time, to vote with the American 
horn whenever they can be convinced thas the 
Americans wil! dismiss all idea of introducing 
religion into the politics or the laws. Jurt so 
long as Sunday observance, Bible-reading. or 
such matters, are likely to be enforced by Amer- 
icans when in office, so long will the German 
vote hold aloof from the native vote, whether 
the native vote marches under the Republican or 
any other name. 

The men who sre really responsible for the 
present political condition of our city are not 60 
much Mike McDunalé, Corcoran & Co., as they 
are the well-intentioned but misguided and fa- 
natical gentlemen, some of them clergymen, 
who, as members of the old Citizens’ Commit- 
tee, hounded our worthy Mavor,—net our pres 
ent unworthy one—and other officers to enforge 
almost obsolete laws, and at last precipits~ed 
witn rash zeal the issue of the Sunday Law Apon 
this cosmopolitan community.

SPEECH BY PRESIDENT GRANT. 
Wasuinoton, D. C., Nov. VB. A hundred guns 
were fired this evening by the Republicans in 
hovor of the political victories of Tuesday last. 
A procession was formed and marched to the 
Executive Mansion, where the people serenaded 
the President, who acknowledged the compli- 


ment as follows: 

GENTLEMEN ; I am very glad to meet you on this oc- 
casion, and to congratulate you on so a cause for 
rejoicing to the entire country over thé elections of 
last Tuesday, While the Republican majorities wee 
not great, they were sufficient to accomplish the pur- 
pose. The “ rag-baby” has been entirely suppressed, 
and the people now know what kind of money they are

The Nortb-Side Lake-Shore Drive was formally 
opened yesterday afternoon. About a dozen 
carriages, containmg F. H. Winston, United 
States-Marshal Campbell, A. C. Hesing, Mr. 
Kerfoot, Jr., W. K. Sullivan, J. N. Jewett, 
Chauncey Bowen, N. B. Boyden, C. C. P. Holden, 
Mayor Colvin, Redmond Prindiville, Louis Wahl, 
Clark Lipe, Alexander Sullivan, George Taylor, 
Perry H. Smith, George L. Dunlap, Samuel 
Keith, H. B. Muller, J. Irving Pearce, Jacob 
Rehm, Peter Mahr, Ald. Stout, George M. 
Bogue, C. B. Farwell, and others,“ started 
from the Ashland Block at about 2 o'clock, and 
drove with some velocitv over Rush street bridge, 
along Pine street, to the foot of Oak, where the 
new drive commences, and along the lake shore, 
** where the stormy wind doth blow,” until the 
dome of Saddie-Rock Smith’s caravanserai was 
observed at Lakeside. Then there was a drive 
to the pavilion above the miniature lake, where a 
dozen banghty looking ewas paddled their own 
canoes and looked with wonder, not unmingled 
with disdain, on the cavalcade, and mankind in 
general.

THE INSANE ASYLUM. 


Grave Allegations Made Against 
the Management, 


The Warden Said to Be Drunk a Good 
Part of the Time. 


All Sorts of Abuses Practiced on the In- 
mates---Beating as a Medicine, 


The management of the County Ingane Asy- 
lum at Jeffersou has, during the past year, been 
sharply criticised,—Mr. Kimberly charged with 
malfeasance in office, the Commissioners of 
Public Charities condemned for failing to take 
cognizauce of the alleged facts, and yet the sub- 
ject does not seem to be exhausted. Statements, 
proceeding from parties who claim to have been 
eyo-witneeses of that which they relate, are ap- 
parently wel! founded, so that it would become 
those having the institution uoder their official 
control to investigate the allegations, aud, if 
they find them to be true, take action looking 
to a reform. 

AMONG THE SUPPLIES 
furnished and included in each requisition is 
what is reported to be a superior quality of sour 
mash. This is assamediy used exclusively for 
medicinal purposes, and ie in charge of a Hos- 
pital Steward, under the supervision of and ap- 
pointed by Warden Kimberly. 

From a gentleman who has but recently dis- 
solved his connection with the Asylum, on polit- 
ical grounds, it is ascertained that the liquor far- 
nished is diverted to 

USES ENTIRELY FOREIGN 

to the objects Jor which it is designed. In con- 
sequence of this the stock has on several occa- 
sions become exhausted before the time for 
which it was furnished bad e a sod, and patients 
who required the stimulant to produce a reac- 
tion and restore vitality have suffered in conse- 
quence. 

In the line of duties incumbent upon the 
Board of Public Charities, a periodical 
visit to the institution is included. This 
visit is directed to be made for 
the purpose of examining into the management 
of the institution. These visits are, as a matter 
of fact, resolved into pleasure jaunts, and the 
duties of the visit made of secondary unpor- 
tance. It is alleged that the visitors frequently 
resort to the County Asyiam, and, after a super- 
ficial examination of ite internal affairs, are 
ushered into the Warden's office, where 

A DRINKING BOUT is INDULGED Lx 

and carried to tha: extent that a majority of 
tiem become hopelessiy intoxicated. They re- 
main in this condition until the effects of the 
liquor have been neutralized by libations of 
seltzer, a supply of which they bring with them, 
when they return to the city and report 
favorably on their experience. At 
these orgies Kimberly is said to be a 
participant, and to devote too little time to the 
discharge of his duties. Asa consequence they 
are intrusted to subordivates, and, if executed 
at all, are done in a manner that is entirely 
devoid of charity or benefit to the recipients. 
The bosom friend and associate of Kimberly is 
Kennedy, who officiates as gardener on the 
premises. Ile, it is alleged, is often under the 
influence of liquor, some of the time so utterly 
incapacitated thereby as to renderhim oblivious 
to passing events. 

Last Fourth of July the employes of the in- 
stitution obtained the consent of Kimberly, and, 
procuring lager beer, inaugurated 

A GENERAL DRUNK. 

This, with some 
was participated in connected 
with the asvlum, and institution 
was transformed into a low saloon, frequented 
by a host of bummers. Among tue few who at 
first refused to be identified with the disgrace- 
ful proceeding was E. J. Moore. He bung out 
all day, but finaily, beiug persuaded, became 
dead drunk. When he became sober 
he was unceremoniously dismissed, 
the only charge being that of which 
others were equally guilty,—intoxication. His 
defense was, that the liquor had been dragged. 
If these facts are justified by an examination, 
little surprise would be expressed at the filthy 
aud infected condition of the wards, which are 
alleged to be unfit forthe uses to which they 
are applied. The patients are said to be de- 
prived of the remedies prescribed fon the form of 
disease with which they are affected, to be recking 
in filth, and alive with vermin. When the Boa:d 
visit the Asylum—aud their visits are so ar- 
ranged that Kimberly is aware of the exact min- 
ute that his inquisitors will arrive—he bustles 
about, and by his efforts the place is made to 
assume a semi-respectable position. The at- 
tendants as à rule are engaged on the recom- 
mendation of 

PHYSICAL SUPERIORITY. 
In Ward “©” are to found con- 
fined the raving maniacs and es incu- 
rable cases. The panaceas administered 
to these minds diseased consist of castigations. 
Ther are said to be made the daily recipients of 
beatiogs, choked until they are biack in the face, 
and otherwise abused. When an attendant de- 
sires to absent himself from the ward for a time, 
which absence and the time occupied is op- 
tional with that party, the patients under his 
charge are unceremoniously locked up 
and left to themselves. Attendants in the 
remaining wards are not what they 
should be, with the exception of one or two, the 
rest uufitted by education, experience, and tem- 
perament for the important duties intrusted to 
their charge. 
THE FARE 


is of the cheapest and most unpalatable charac- 
ter. For breakfast patients are furnished with 
coffee, bread, and a chunk of cold meat; 
dinner consists of tea, and soup made from the 
refuse fragments of bread and scraps of 
meat left at breakfabt, but no vege- 
tables. Supper is a repetition of 
breakfast, after which the patients are 
put to bed. Very rarely they are taken out walk- 
ing, aud on Friday nights a dance purporting to 
be for their exclusive benefit, but in fact in- 
duiged in by the attendants. is part of the pro- 
gramme. These latter are represented as loud- 
mouthed, vaigar, incapable men and women, in- 
dulging in undue familianty with each other. 
and the objects of remark to those conversant 
with the facts. These allegations—which it is 
claimed by the party from whom tbey were ob- 
tained can be fully proveo—should be inquired 
into, and the evils corrected.

| THE CITY'S. BUILDING.

Description of Mr. Tilley's Plan for 
| Chieago's City-Hall. 
The Best Features of the Eureka 
Plan Retained, 


How Will It Look Joined to Mr. Egan's 
_Dry-Goods Box ? 


As has already been intimated in Tus Tars- 
UNE, it is quite Likely that the corrupt body 
which manipulates county contracts wil! attempt 
to patch on the city half of the Court- House 2 
building not at all in consovance with the plans 
screed upon, entirely different in its details, and 
which. judging from the sketehes made, must 
meet with popular disfavor. It was confidently 
oxpected that a magnificent edifice—a credit 
alike to the City of Chicago and the Coun ty of 
Cook, and a splendid monamert to 
the enterprise and public spirit of 
the citizens, as well as the genius of the 
builders—would result from tho long and tedious 
competition between the architecta; but the 
Ring has issued a decree—it bas adopted Mr. 
James Egan's plans from sketches presented, 
and tue conntv will have on its half of the public 
equaro a etructace vastly different, and vortaiuly 

NOT SO IMPOSING 

as that formerly adopted and known as the 
Euretma plan, made bv Mr. Tiley. Tue ac 
tion formerly taken by both the Council of the 
City and the Board of the county was final, and 
has neve been rescinded. Yet, the Ring, in the 
face of public opinion and fair dealing, have 
orderedotherwise, and the county—nnless the 
action lately taken is reconsidered—will have 8 
building very similar iu geueral appearance to tha 
Crimival Court structure, with a Mansard roof ; 
while the city wing will bave all the features of 
the much-discussed Eureka desiga, aud will be 
far different in appearance and detail from thas 
of the county. b 

With a view toward learning what the city’s 
architect was doing about the matter, his office 
was visited yesterday by a Tarauxz reporter, 
and the drafts and sketches were exhibited and 
explained. So far as could be discerned bv the 
viextor, Mr. Tilley has made 

A CONVENIENT AND EXCELLINT ARRANGEMENT 
of the offices for the various departments of ths 
City Government, and the public hall, Council 
Chamber, Supreme Court-room, ete. 

The plans of the building show the design to 
comprise two arms of the original Eureka 
design, meeting ata central dome. It extends 
along the whole leogth of LaSalle 390 feet to its 
extreme limite, and returns at each end on Wash- 
ington aod Randolph streets 127 feet. Its 
ground-plau comprises two wings, each in the 
shape of a cross, joiued to a central mass where 
the dome rises. 

Its elevation presents an aspect of grand 
architecture, and forms à classical pile that 
claims attention as being such as is 

SPECIALLY APPLICABLE 
for a public building. 

Tue exterior is divided up into three great di- 
visions or masses, being at the centre and ends 
of the building, and intermediately joined by 
portions that are recessed from the lines of the 
masses. 

The lower portion of the building is treated ia 
the Roman Doric. viz., the basement and the 
first and second stories. The upper of 
the building is in the Roman composite order of 
architecture. The basement is treated in plai 
rock-faced asblar work aad made a sub 
foundation for all above it. From the 
top of the basement Doric columns of 
fine design and provortion rise the whole 
Beicht of the two first stories. The columns 
are flanked at the cornurs by pilastre quoias 
The columns and pilastres ran entirely around 
the building and carry an embellished Doric 
cornice. 

Above this cornice are the pedestals for thas 
columns of the upper portion of the ; 
These, as with the columns below, run the eosir 8 
height of the building, treated on outside 
two stores (although in reality ig interiog 
only ove). They are of the composite order, 
very Chastely ornamented. This run of columes 
support the main cornice of the buildi 
composite architecture. This cornice is 
yet ~~ graceful m proportion and ornamenta- 
tion. From this cornice rises a batustrade m- 
terspersed with numerous pedestals bearing 
statuary and vases of oroate desigu. 

THE tur GRAND DIVISIONS, 

or pavilions, receive a more ornamental treat- 
ment than the other portions of the building, 
and are carried up thoir entire height with more 
richness in detail, A pediment rises over each 
of these pavilions in the main cornice on three 
of its sites, and each pediment is designed to 
receive allogorical groupings in bas-relief. On 
either side of each of these pediments, and as 
its apex, statuarv is placed, making a very effec- 
tive and imposing finisn. Over the centre of 
each pavilion is an icon dome, octagonal ia plan 
and classical in its external desigu. There will 
be two of these on each end of the building, 
aud they are a fine cap-a-pie to their strac- 
tures beneath, 

The windows of the building, of which there 
are many, are treated according to the positions 
they occupy. In the basement and first and 
second stories there is no other ornamentation 
or detail than the Doric order allows on the face 
of the stone of the building around the open- 
ing, being simply molded ashler work and orna- 
mevtal key. In the upper portion of the build- 
ing the windows are flanked with pilasters which 
support the pediment window caps. These are 
chasteiv molded aod enriched to the extent that 
the grace of the Composite order will allow 
without being profuse. 

THERE ARE THREE ENTRANCES 
to the bnilding. one from La Salle street, and 
one each from Washington and Rando!ph streete. 
These entrances are in the centre of each of 


‘the pavilions and are in the shape of three 


magnificent porticoes. Each portico is an origi- 
nal design and 1s composed of four clusters of 
columns and pilasters; on the outside ends the 
cluster is of four pilasters, aud the inner clusters 
comprise each four columns. These 
puasters and columns are grouped on pedes- 
tals, below and — aod support a separate 
entablature from whith spring Roman arches. 
Between these arches are classical caryatides 
representing the four seasons of the year, which 
support the main coraice of the Abo 
this main cornice is a balastrade with pedestals, 
on which are statues representing Liberty, Jas- 
tice, Science, and Jurispradence. The whole 
portico is Composite, and evriched in a mannet 
that gives it boch grandeur and grace. 

THE DOME, 
which rises from the centre of the central pavil- 
ion, is a special feature of the design. It rises 
to the height of 300 feet from the sidewalk. The 
proportions are spociaily desiguea to conform 
with the masses beneath it. Lt is eo situated ag 
to be easily seen from any side of the building. 
and is not covered by the main building from 
the view on any street.

COMING UP AND GIVING BAIL. 


A considerable delegation of gentlemen inter- 
ested in whisky were before the Unitea States 
District Court yesterday and spoke up maufully 
in reply to the finding of certain indictments by 


The expecta- 
tion that some prominent gentleman not hereto- 
fore connected with the fraude would be ar- 
rested and brought ia was not realized, and the 
giving of bail was mainly confined to the cases 
of those men who have been heretofore accused 
of revenue frauds. 

Messrs. Rickcords & Moss, proprietors of 
the Briggs House, were brought in and pieaded 
guilty to selling liquor without a license. The 
case did not appear very serious to the District 
Attorney, and be consented to have the penalty 
made light. The Judge thereupon fixed the sum 
at $100, and suspended it fon a further consider- 
ation of the case. 

Roswell C. Mesereau came in and gave bai! of 
$20,000 on three indictments. W. R. Loomis 
was accepted as surety. 

Frank A. Eastman, of the firm of Golsen & 
Fastman, gave bail in the sum of 615,000. Perry 
H. Smith was accepied as surety. 

B. M. Ford, of the firm of B. M. Ford, Oliver 
& Co., gave bail in the sum of $5,000. with W. 
O. George and J. H. Pablman as surieties. 

G. G. Russell found three indictments against 
him, and offered Thomas Lynch and J. H. Pahl- 
man as sureties in the total sum of $15,000. 

E. C. Leach offered the same parties on his 
bond for $5,000, and they were accepted. 

The same bondsmen aleo became responsible 
for J. P. Furlong's appearance in the sum of 
$5,000. 

Joseph Schlossman gave bail of $2,500, with 
Henry Leopold as surety. 

Parker R. Mason was honored with three in- 
dictments, anc gave the signature of Pat O'Neill 
and Silas Dutton as sureties for $20,000.

ERRORS IN GAUCING. 
THE DISTILLER’S REMEDY. 

The following correspondence between the 
Internal Revenue Department and a prominent 
New York firm will not be without interest to al! 
concerned in the distilling husiness : 

New Yor, Oct, 4.—The Hon. O. O. Pratt, Commis- 
sioner Internai Levenue, Washington, D. C. — in: 
Herewith we beg to hand you a statement of 2,097 
barrels highwines which we have received during the 
past two mouths on consignment from the West. 
This being a fair sample of our. receipts, you will ob- 
serve that there is a loss on the actual capacity of 
these 2,007 berrels of 1,52 % wine gallons, equa} 
to 2,288 proof gallons. This, of course, is independ- 
ext of the loses in outs and proof. We beg to call 
your attention to the fact that these goods were over- 
gauged at the distilieries by the United States Gaugers 
appointed to make a correct gauge of the same, and we 
desire to ask what remedy there is for distillers who 
are obliged to pay tax on distilled spirits more than is 
actually in the barrels, Under the present system, 
distillers are heavy losers by this appareut inaccuracy 
in gauging. We have measured five barrels in each of 
the inciosed lote,—fifty barrela,—end therefore know, 


at the distilleries. Now, when distilled spirits 
are undergauged at the distillery, the § dis- 
tiller is assessed for such undergauge, 
and we ask if it would not 


only justice to refund to the distiller, where his bar- 
rels have been overgauged at his distillery. It is im- 
possible for a Gauger to ascertain accurately the 
capacity of a barrei by using the prescribed instru- 
ments for various reasons, and at best it is little better 
than gueswork with them. There is no means of 
ascertaining, for instance, the thickness of the head of 
a barrel, wuich may be half an inch or 14g inches, 
which would make a considerable difference in the 
capacity of the barrel. Then, again, a barrel may 
be too high in the centre and 
the quarter, or vice-versa, which 
also make a considerable difference in the gauge. 
Again, barrels are not always perfectly round at the 
head, This you may say the Gauger should perceive 
and govern himself accordingly, but the great diff- 
culty is that, as à rule, many of the present Gaugers 
are quite inexperienced, and do not understand their 
business. Many having been recently appointed, and 
knowing that by undergauging they endanger their 
continuance in office, they are too apt to go to 
the other extreme, as the accompanying state- 
ment shows, and, when distillers endeavor 
to deal honestly with the Government, they 
certainiy look for and arr entitled to corresponding 
treatment at the hands of Government officials, Per- 
mit us to suggest that a system of weighing would 
obviate in a great measure the existing trouble, or per- 
haps better still, to allow the distiller to measure his 
spirite into his barrels through a copper-box with a 
graduating scale upon which each galion and graduat- 
ing part thereof is marked. This would show beyond 
a doubt the exact amount of spirits put into each bar- 
— and thus — justice * both the distiller and 
verninent, matter gaugi is really a ve 
serious obstacle in the way of — the business of 
distiLing a profitabie one to those who desire to pay 
the full tax, and, in behalf of our Western distillers, 
we beg to ask you to give this important matter your 
serious consideration, for we feel that a change in the 
mode of gauging is as essential to the interests of the 
Government as the welfare of distillers.

OUR CUSTOM-HOUSE. 
EVERYTHING LOVELY. 
Special Inepatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
Wasuinerox, D. C., Nov. 6.—Supervising- 
Architect Potter returned from Chicago this 
evening. He reports the condition of affairs at 
the Custom-House building as very satisfactory. 
The Secretary of the Treasury had received let 
ters from members of the last Government Com- 
mission, constituting the majority, in which 
these members give their interpretation of their 
report.

A WORD IN 8ELF-DEFENSE. 
Special Diepatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
Wasnineron, D. C., Nov. 6.—Dr. J. McCann, 
of Omaha, ove of the contractors of the Indian 
Bureau, whom the Red Cloud Commission 
charged with fraud and severelly arraigned, has 
prepared an answer to the report of the Com- 
mission. This answer is based upon the official 
records of the Treasury and Interior Depart- 
ments, and seems to show that in import- 
ant particulars the Commission is seriously 
at fault. Indeed, McCann's statements help to 
oonflam the theory that the Red Cloud Commis- 
sion singled out a few outside cootractors as 
soapegoats, and let the members of the real 
Indian Ring go free. It is certain that the 
heaviest contractors, who for years have been 
considered the Indian Ring, either escaped cen- 
sure or recuived the commendation of this 
Commission. Secretary Chandler is carefully 
examining the report of this Commission. and 
while his opivions are not fully known, there is 
reason to beheve that he is convinced of 
THE SHALLOWNESS OF THE RED CLOUD INVESTI- 
GATION, 

and has received evidence showing where it con- 
tains grave errors of conclusion apd fact. Sec- 
retary Chandler to-day received and read Mo- 
Cann’s reply to the Commission. The substan- 
tial points of that reply are these: The account- 
ing officers of the Government have examined 
all the Government claims, contracts, and ac- 
counts. This involved the examination of forty- 
one accounts from August, 1871, to October, 
1875, amounting in the aggregate to $4,522,000, 
and embracing charges for transportation of 
more than ten million pounds. The accounting 
officer of the Treasury, over his official signature 
under date of Oct. 29, 1875, says: I have care- 
fuliy reviewed all the accounts of Mr. McCann, 
and fiud nothing therein to demonstrate that he 
has been overpaid on any of his accounts, or that 
he has been engaged io any fraudulent transac- 
tions in connection with the same.” Mr. McCann 
replies to the charge of the Commission as to 

THE EIGHTY-POUND SACKS 
by stating that the Commission misconstrued 
the contract. The Commission say the contract 
called for 100-pound sacks. The letter of the 
contract, however, calls for flour in double 
sacks, at the contractor’s discretion, The Com- 
mission state that Maj. Long’s instructions were 
to test the quality of the flour bat not to weigh 
it.

THE INTERIOR DEPARTMENT. 
OFFICE-SEEKERS.

BOGUS PENSIONERS. 
Special nsepatch to The Chicaco Tribune. 

Wasurnoton, D. C., Nov. 6.—A large number 
of Special Agents are employed in investigating 
frauds in the pension business. These frauds 
are chiefly in the West, and there is reason to 
believe that the total amount of money which 
the Government is defrauded of dnnually by this 
means is an enormous sum. One of the Special 
Agents fixes the sum as high as #2,000,000. He 
things that amount of mouey is illegally paid out 
to persons claiming to be pensioners. The pre- 
vention of fraud is a matter of the greatest aifti- 
culty, as ebarp, personal inquiry is neces- 
sary in every case to determine that 
fraud is really practiced, and when the fraud 1s 
proved the persons committing it cannot be pun- 
ished, but are merely dropped from the rolls of 
the Pension Office. 


REMOVAL. 

The President to-day ‘appointed John B. Ray- 
mond Postmaster at Vicksburg, Miss., in place 
of Henry R. Pease, suspended under the Tenure- 
of-Office act.

end place the knaves outside the pale of the Profes- 
sional Association, Out of about 100 regular profes- 
sioual players who have taken part in the contests of 
1875, there are about ten whose record for honest play 
will not bear examination, This list includes a well- 
known itcher, a catcher, a short stop, 
a secon baseman, and two ontfielders, 
allof whom sre marked men in the cities where 
they play. There is but ome remedy for this evil, 
and that is for every club-manager, who is de- 
sirous of collecting an honest team together, to repudi- 
ate every suspected player, To engage such men ia to

PROPOSED NEW RULES. 
Among the new rules to oe proposed at the next

The 
twenty-fifth section of Chapter 120 prescribed the form 
of the schedule, and required, among other things, 
that it should distinctly set forth in the seventeenth 
item every steamboat, sailing vessel. wharf boat, 
barge, or other water craft,” etc. And by the thirteenth 
section of the same chapter it was provided that“ All 
persons, companies, and corporations in this State 
owning steamboats, sailing vessels, wharf boats, 
barges, and other sailing craft shall de 
required to list the same for assessment and 
taxation im the county, town, city, village, or 
district in which the same may belong or be enrolled, 
registered, or licensed, or kept when not enrolled, reg- 
istered, or licensed.” 

Here is a plain and palpable duty imposed by law 
upon the owner of vessel property. It was admitted 
on the hearing that, between the lst of May and Ist of 
July, 1874, a motion was sent to, or served upon, the 
owners of all vessels, as shown by the register of the 

ort, requiring them to list their property as required 
— law. It is not contended that the interest of these 
libelants, or either of them, was scheduled in any list 
of taxable property returned by them or either of 
them to the Assessor, In fact, it is admitted that the 
only tax assessed upon or against this property is the 
one now in question. Undoubtedly this vessel, being 
personal property, should be taxed against some 
owner, The general theory of our law does not allow 
of the assessment of the tax on personal property as 
an independent res or thing, as it may be assessed on 
real estate under certain circumstances,—although 
there are sorae features of our later revenue laws 
which seem to point to the idea that the Legislature 
intended, even in regard to some classes of 
property, like bank shares, capital stock, and vessel 
property, to tax the thing itself without regard to any 
personal liability of an owper. But, notwithstanding 
these incongruities, the general principle running 
through our law, as it now stands and stood at the 
time the tax was levied, required the owner of vessel 
property to list it as personal property for taxation 
where it was subject to taxation, either by virtue of 
his residence or the enrollment and registration of 
the property. It is not necessary that I should decide 
what would be the duty of the owner of a vessel resid- 
one place when his vessel is enroiled 
im another tax-district, as it 
that these owners, or either 
oi them, were taxed elsewhere for this vessel, 
and it is admitted that two of the owners, representing 
three fourths of the property, resided in Chicago, 
and the vessel was registered or enrolled as ed 
libellant, Jacob Johnson, Here it is admitted that the 
owners of this property made no returns of it to the 
Assessor, and the Assessor assessed it in the form and 
manner I have indicated. The assessment and war- 
rant show the name of the veasel and the name of her 
registered owner, her vaiuation, and the tax; nor 
does it appear that Johnson or either of the other libel- 
lants made any return of other personal property. 
The position is, that this is a tax against the vessel, as 
such by her name—an assessment and warrant in rem, 
so to speak—instead of an assessment against her 
owners, 

But 1 differ with the proctors for libellants as to the 
eonstruction and effect to be given this assessment 
aud warrant. True the owners might have returned 
their interest in this vessel in their list of personal 

roperty, and if they had done so it should and would 

ave gone into their personal property assessment ; 
bit they negiected to do this, and left the Assessor to 
search out this property, ix its ownership, and assess 
ites value as best he could. The Assessor made an 
assessment in which the name of the owner, the de- 
scription of the property, and its valuation, all appear. 
What more is requisite? and what else could the As- 
sessor have done under the circumstances? The war- 
rant, like the assessment, shows the name of the 
owner, the description of the property, its value, and 
the amount of the tax. 1 know of no other legal requi- 
sites for a tax warrant; nor does it make any differ- 
ence,in my estimation, that the description of the 
property is in the fret column to the left hand, and 
the name of the ownerin the second. It seems suffi- 
cient if these facts appear on the face of the paper. 

This may have been, and, for aught that appears in 
this case, was, the only property for which Jacob John- 
son was taxed inthe year 1874. If his property was 
valued too high, or if he was taxed as sole owner of a 

iece of property when he was only part owner, the 
— provides a way in which he could by atten to 
it in apt time ba ve had the assessment corrected; but 
it does not lie in his mouth, after ecting his duty 
in regard to listing his property, and after allowing 
the time to pass within which the assessment as made 
by the Assessor stood open for correction, to object to 
the assessment in these particulers, when it was his 
obvious duty to have made it Might in the first instance 
or had it corrected in proper time. 

The policy of our law is that all property shall bear 
its equal ebare of the burdens of the state and City 
Government. A Court of Admiralty is essentially a 
Court of Equity, and unless the libellant shows that 
some plain legal or equitable right has been violated, 
or is in rey of being violated, relief will not be 
given in this Court. This was subject to taxa- 
tion by the City of Chicago. She was registered in the 
name of Jacob Johnson, who was a resident of this 
city. He must for the purposes of taxation de pre- 
sumed to be the sole owner, It is possible that if 
Johnson had, while the assessment was subject to cor- 
rection, appeared before the proper tribunaland shown 
that he was only haif-owner, and asked to have the 
assessment corrected in that particular, it might have 
been done. But he failed to do this, and there is 
enough, ss I think, upom the face of the assessment 
and warrant and upon the admitted facts to show that 

THE TAX WAS PROPERLY ASSESSED. 

It may be said that Peterson, one of the libellants 
and owner of a quarter interest in the property, did 
not reside in the City of Chicago, out resided at Lake 
View, and therefore his interest could only be taxed 
where he res. ded. My answer to that is, that Johnson 
appeared to be the sole ownerof record, and offiecrs 
— with the assessment and collection of taxes 
are not required to look into the secret ownership of 
personal property. They do their duty’ when they 
assess the property against the apparent owners ae 
shown by possession or muniment of title. Take, for 
instance, a large wholesale or manufacturing firm in 
this city, There may be silent partners residing else- 
where, who have an interest in the goods, but the 
— is here, the firm as s business entity is 

ere, and this therefore should be, and under the law 
is, the place of taxation. 

I come, then, to the conclusion that the tax com- 
plained of in this case is not a duty of tonnage,” and 
that the warrant under which this vessel is seized and 
held is so far good as to amount to a justification in 
this Court of the seizure complained of. I do not say 
that it would be a justification in a court of law, for 
that question is not before me, but a court of admi- 
ralty, like a court of equity, looks into the substan- 
tial merits of the controversy, andI find this prop- 
erty subject to assessment in the city. That it was 
in form so assessed and a warrant issued to the Col- 
lector for the collection of the tax, and no reason is 
shown or made toa why the tax should not be 
paid. If the pro is taxed in the@name of one 
owner inétead of three, it is owing to the negligence 
of those owners in not returning their schedules or 
calling for a correction of the books after the assess- 
ment was made, 

The libel will, therefore, be diemissed with costs,

THE COUNTY CLERK, 
COMPARISON OF THE EXPENSES OF THE OFFICE. 
To the Mautor of The Chicago frioune: 

Cuicaco, Nov. 6.—My attention has been call- 
ed toa communication sent by Gen. Hermann 
Lieb, as County Clerk, to the Board of County 
Commissiovers, on the 25th October last, which 
was published in the Staats-Zeitung, Times, 
and other papere, and, if the papers pub- 
hshed the same correctly, it seems to 
mo to bo nothing else but an 
argument of the General to show that under the 
preseat system—that is, where the county re- 
ceives the bevefit of all the fees,—aod under his 
management the expenses of ruoning the Coun- 
ty Clerk’s office, in comparison with the costs 
under my administration, where the county, un- 
der the old law, paid for the work actua ly per- 
formed, the expeuses were reduced, according to 
bis figures, the sum of $5,643.63. 

Now, as Gen. Lieb has thought proper 
to present to the Board an of- 
ficial statement, by which be proves, according 
to his own figures, that the county saved during 
his first year’s administration the sum of $5,- 
643.63, and, at the same time, pablished the dif. 
ferent items and amount of receipts collected 
bv us respectively during the same period of 
time, [ consider it a duty { owe to the citizens of 
Cook County to correct the statement thus offi- 
cially made by Gen. Lieb, aud I beg to call atten 

‘tion to the fact that, by careiul perusing of the 
items and figures published, that just the reverse 
is the case,—that is to say, that instead of the 
county gaining bythe chauge of the system, as 
it was generally believed it would, it did actualiv 
cost Cook Couuty the sum of $1,943.33 more to 
pay the expenses of the Countv Clerk’s oilice 
than it did during my administration, aceording 
to the General's own figures, which I will pres- 
ently show. 

And permit me bere to say that I do not believe 
the General examined the figures carefully, as be 
published that statement during the excitement of 
an election where he desired to give his party a 
respectaole showing. and as he was not person- 
aliy a candidate I refrained from answering his 
staceme.t publicly, although I called attention 
of such gentlemen as Judge Wallace, Charles H. 
Reed, Thomas A. Moran, H. M. Singer, and otb- 
ers, to the one-sidea statement. Yet, the careful 


reader must have observed that imntfbdi- 
ately afier reading of the general state- 
ment, the County Board passed an ap- 


propriation of $55,000, besides the estimated 
receipts from fees of $20,000.—-the total being 
the semali sum of $75,000,—towards defraying 
the expenses of the County Clerk's office and 
County Court, and by the nerai's own show- 
ing the total amount paid by the county to me 
tor all the work performed was $30,766.48,—a 
small, little difference ! 

Now to the facts and firures. General Lieb 
says that the county paid me, ag above stated, 
the sum of $30,766.48 for work actually done for 
the county. Under the old system, where the 
Clerk bad the benefit of the fees and paid bis 
own expenses, and 1 suppose, as IL have not the 
official records to refer to, the amount is correct, 
as the figures were undoubtedly furnished by 
that excelient and faithful officer, William Bye, 
Depity Treasurer. 

Now, among the items of receipts the General 
claims 1 got was the amount of $7,691.96 for 
making the judgment record and precept for 
1572. I suppose I did receive that amount, but 
not from the county, although the money was 
paid to me by the Ireasurer for the reason the 
monev is oniy collected by the Treasurer for the 
benefit of the Clerk from the delinquent tax- 
pavers. 

By reference to the revised statutes of 1874, 
page 525 you will find that the fees of County 
Cle:ks of counties of the third class (which 
means Cook Couuty) is for tax matters as fol- 
lows: For maxing list of delinquent lands and 
lots for judgment, for each tract or lot, 3 cents; 
tor entering judgment for each tract or lot, 1 
dent; for making lists of delinquent lands or 
lots . precept and sale, for tractor lot, 2 
cen te, 

Now, on comparing the items of receipts as 
furvished by the General himself and collected 
by him, you will find no receipts from that 
source, although the judgment record for 1873 
was a great deal larger than the one of the pre- 
vious year,and at the lowest estimate the

A bill was filed yesterday in the Circuit Court 
by the Portsmouth Savings Bank against the 
Citizens’ Bank of Chicago and others asking for 
the appointment of a Receiver and an account. 
The complainant alleges that the Citizens’ Bank, 
for some three years prior to Oct. 6, 1875, bad 
been doing a general bankiog business. On the 
17th of May last complainant gave it for coillec- 
tion a school-bond of the Town of Hinedale tor 
$1,000, due June 1, 1875. This was collected with 
interest in July, but the defendants neglected to 
pay over the amount received until the 6th of 
October last, when a draft for $1,035.28 drawn 
on Opdyke & Co., of New York, was forwa:ded 
tocompia.nant. ‘This draft was presented for 
payment and aishonored, aud still remains un- 


aid. 

. It is further alleged that the Citizens’ Bank 
suspeoded payment on the 7th of October. being 
usteriy insolvent, and owing some $3).000 to 
depositors and others. All the available 
assets had before that time been used or 
pledged, and there only remained some 
overdue or iosufficiently secured notes, 
about $57 in cash, and the liability of its 
stockholders. Of the stock. part has been paid 
in full, while for the remaiuder notes have been 
given, ei:her for a portion or for the whole, 
Homer Cook was made Assignee at the time of 
the suspension, and he now has charge of the 
bank's affairs, but he has no power to settle the 
conflicting claims of pledgor and pledgees, 
to compel the payment of the stock 
notes, or realize from the assets 
sufficient to pay the debts. Lhe complainant, 
therefore, asks that a Receiver may be ap- 
pointed. according to the provisions of the State 
law. with power to sind up the bank's affairs, 
dispose of its gssets, and pay its numerous 
creditors.
